florida  wins  easily 
over  sfafe 


SCOTT  FIELD,  STARKVILLE,  Mississippi,  Sep- 
tember 22— Using  the  intercepted  pass  as  their 
home-run  weapon,  and  with  big  fullback  Joe 
Brodsky  as  the  slugger,  the  Florida  Gators 
swamped  the  Mississippi  State  Maroons  26 
to  0  in  a  Southeastern  Conference  opener  here 
Saturday  afternoon  before  an  estimated 
20,000  fans. 

But,  the  damage  had  already  been  done 
and  although  the  sophomore-studded  Maroon 
outfit  fought-back  valiantly  and  had  the  best 
of  all  statistics  except  points  scored,  those  in- 
terceptions had  made  the  difference. 

Came  the  second  half  and  the  Maroons, 
still  fired-up  and  eager  to  start  coach  Wade 
Walker  off  with  a  victory,  came  out  fighting 
and  marched  from  their  own  24  down  to 
the  Florida  two  with  the  kick-off  before  light- 
ening struck  again.  Sabbatini,  Trammell  and 
Tait  helped  in  this  74-yard  drive  but  the  big 
gainer  was  a  pass  from  Stacy  to  Bennett  which 
carried  for  55-yards  from  the  Maroon  36  to 
the  Florida  nine  where  Simpson  made  the  sav- 
ing tackle. 
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maroons  handed  18-7 
defeat  at  hands 
of  houston  „ 


HOUSTON,  TEXAS,  September  29  -  Man- 
power held  the  key  to  the  University  of  Hous- 
ton's 18-7  victory  over  the  Mississippi  State 
Maroons  in  a  game  played  at  Rice  Stadium. 
The  game  was  played  before  56,000  fans, 
largest  crowd  to  witness  either  team  play  in 
its  history.  The  feeding  of  fresh  manpower 
into  the  game  gave  it  an  offensive  air,  which 
emphasized  the  Houston  ground  game. 

The  Cougar's  ground  attack  crunched  out 
194  yards  on  the  turf,  while  their  air  attack 
netted  104  yards.  One  37  yard  pass  put  the 
Cougars  in  position  for  their  first  score  and  a 
44  yard  aerial  was  good  for  the  second  TD. 

The  Maroons  took  to  the  air  in  the  fourth 
quarter  for  their  only  score  of  the  game.  State 
drove  80  yards  in  only  six  plays  with  32  of 
these  coming  on  a  burst  up  the  middle  by 
Frank  Sabbatini.  Two  plays  later,  Bill  Stacy, 
who  was  injured  in  the  third  quarter,  and  did 
not  see  action  in  it,  threw  a  jump  pass  to 
Ronald  Bennett  who  went  over  for  the  lone 
State  Tally.  Bennett  then  converted  for  the 
Maroons. 

With  a  little  more  than  five  minutes  remain- 
ing Houston  put  the  game  out  of  reach  with 
the  final  TD  of  the  game. 

State  was  unable  to  take  advantage  of 
several  breaks  which  might  have  turned  the 
tide  of  the  battle.  Bill  Stacy  was  the  games 
leading  ground  gainer  with  73  yards  on  16 
carries.  Frank  Sabbatini  gained  71  yards  on 
8  attempts.

billy  Stacy  shines  in 
sfafe's  last  half  surge 

SANFORD  FIELD,  ATHFNS,  GA.,  Oct.  6- 
Mississippi  State's  sophomore-studded  squad 
came  to  life  after  ten  quarters  of  futility  and 
two  straight  defeats  to  pound  out  a  19  to  7 
win  over  the  Georgia  Bulldogs  for  the  first 
victory  of  1  956. 

Sophomore  Quarterback  Billy  Stacy,  who 
was  really  born  again  of  Southeastern  Con- 
ference competition  this  fall,  Saturday  after- 
noon before  25,000  fans,  sparked  the  victory 
and  his  58-yard  scoring  gallop  on  a  keeper 
on  the  Maroon's  first  offensive  play  of  the 
second  half  gave  State  its  first  lead  in  a  game 
this  season. 

And,  while  the  Maroon  offense  sparked 
during  that  second  half  to  get  all  of  State's 
19  points,  the  defense  had  carried  the  burden 
well  during  the  first  half  After  Maroon  Half- 
back Jim  Tait  fumbled  the  opening  kickoff  at 
his  own  34-yard  line,  the  Bulldogs  played 
practically  in  the  shadow  of  the  State  goal 
line  for  most  of  the  initial  half— although  State 
did  have  its  minutes. 


homecoming  fans  see 
state  overcome  lead 


SCOTT  FIELD,  Starkville,  Miss.,  Oct  1  3-The 
Mississippi  State  Maroons  thrilled  a  homecom- 
ing day  crowd  of  9,000  Saturday  afternoon 
by  mauling  Trinity  University  of  San  Antonio, 
Tex.,  1  8-6,  in  a  fumble-filled  contest  enlivened 
in  the  final  minute  of  play  by  an  exchange  of 
blows. 

State  dominated  play  throughout,  racking 
up  a  total  offensive  gain  of  345  yards  while 
holding  the  Trinity  Tigers  to  156.  State  muffed 
on  at  least  two  other  scoring  opportunities  as 
they  lost  the  ball  on  three  of  the  five  occasions 
they  fumbled.  Trinity  also  lost  the  ball  twice 
on  fumbles. 

But  except  for  the  Maroons'  inability  to 
hold  on  to  the  ball.  Wade  Walker's  team 
looked  good  as  they  chalked  up  their  second 
win  of  the  year  against  two  losses. 

Jim  Tait,  Bubber  Trammell  and  Molly  Hal- 
bert  got  the  State  touchdowns  while  fullback 
John  DuBose  got  the  lone  Trinity  score.

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SCOTT  FIELD,  Oct.  20  -  Mississippi  State 
powered  to  two  third  quarter  touchdowns  to 
come  from  behind  and  go  on  to  down  the 
Arkansas  State  Indians  19-9.  It  was  the  first 
defeat  of  the  season  for  the  Indians,  and  at 
half  time  it  looked  as  if  they  were  on  their 
way  to  a  water  soaked  win  over  the  Maroons. 

Rain  had  fallen  throughout  the  entire  first 
half  and  the  Maroons  had  found  the  ball  hard 
to  handle  as  they  fumbled  eight  times,  losing 
five  of  them.  Their  inability  to  hang  onto  the 
ball  and  penalties  at  the  time  when  the  locals 
needed  their  gained  yardage  most  hurt  their 
offense  and  it  served  to  give  the  Indians  their 
nine  points. 

Fine  defense  play  by  the  Maroons  held 
the  Arkansas  State  forces  to  88  yards  rushing 
while  the  Maroons  rolled  for  280.  The  Indians 
passed  for  58  more  yards  while  the  Maroons 
were  unable  to  complete  a  pass  all  afternoon. 

Maroon  reserves  played  most  of  the  second 
half  and  gave  a  good  account  of  themselves 
by  playing  at  even  terms  with  the  Indian 
regulars.

DENNY  STADIUM,  Oct.  27-At  the  begin- 
ning of  the  game,  played  before  26,000 
Homecoming  fans,  Mississippi  State  looked  as 
if  it  would  slaughter  the  Tide.  Molly  Halbert 
returned  the  opening  kick-off  25  yards  to  the 
State  45.  Billy  Stacy  grabbed  four  more  on 
the  option,  then  pitched  to  end  Ronald  Bennett 
for  13  more  yards.  Frank  Sabbatini  went 
through  the  middle  for  four.  On  the  next  play 
Stacy  pitched  out  to  Halbert,  who  with  the 
help  of  Sabbatini's  key  block,  raced  34  yards 
to  the  'Bama  Four,  Sabbatini  tore  through  the 
middle  of  the  heavier  Tide  line  for  the  score. 
The  try  for  the  point  was  wide. 

With  Tommy  Miller  quarterbacking,  the 
second  drive  started  with  an  eight  yard  toss 
\o  halfback  Bubber  Trammel.  Miller  then  tried 
fhe  option  and  it  was  good  for  four  and  the 
First  down.  Again  on  the  option  play  Miller 
rolled  out  and  scampered  for  14.  Stacy  then 
sntered  the  game,  and  electing  to  keep,  ran 
22  yards  untouched  into  the  end  zone  for 
\he  score.  Again  the  extra  point  was  no  good 
and  the  scoreboard  read  State  12,  'Bama  0. 

The  Tide  was  not  to  be  denied  as  the 
screaming  crowd  saw  them  come  from  behind 
wice  to  win  the  game  1 3-1 2.  It  might  be  add- 
;d  that  the  game  winning  conversion  came 
/vith  only  two  and  one  half  minutes  left  to 
Diay.  This  was  the  snapping  of  a  1  7  game  los- 
ng  streak,  ironically  enough,  started  by  the 
\Aaroons  in  1954.

TULANE  STADIUM,  NEW  ORLEANS,  LA., 
Nov.  3— The  Mississippi  State  Maroons,  al- 
most upsetting  the  dopster  cart,  had  to  be 
satisfied  with  a  20  to  14  defeat  at  the  hands 
of  the  Tulane  Green  Wave  here  this  afternoon 
on  a  score  which  came  in  the  last  1:15  seconds 
of  the  game. 

However,  the  Maroons  had  their  moments 
in  this  extremely  hardfought  battle  and  it 
looked  like  the  game  would  turn  into  a  tie 
for  the  afternoon.  Quarterback  Billy  Stacy 
called  some  excellent  plays  during  the  day  and 
completely  had  the  Tulane  defenders  pulled 
out  of  position  on  the  aerial  he  tossed  to  Ron- 
ald Bennett  for  that  second  touchdown.

The  Arnold  Society  was  founded  at  the  University  of  Cincinnati  in 
1 947.  The  Kenneth  J.  Snedden  Squadron  was  formed  at  Mississippi  State 
in  the  fall  of  1  95 1 .  The  purpose  of  this  organization  is  to  further  the  mis- 
sion, concept,  and  the  tradition  of  the  United  States  Air  Force,  to  promote 
American  citizenship,  and  to  create  a  closer  and  more  efficient  relation- 
ship among  the  Air  Force  Officer  Training  Corps  cadets.
